To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newton  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  A.M.  in  said 
Town  Hall  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  ta 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  to  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate* 
the  sum  of  $227.80  to  receive  $911.18  for  Class  V  Construction. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1500.00  for  Tarvia. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  property  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  or 
through  O.  A.  A. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regards  to 
Repairs  on  the  Town  Hall. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  a  sand  spreader 
for  $235.00. 

10.  On  petition  of  10  or  more  voters  of  Newton:  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00 
to  be  used  to  remove  the  high  ledge  and  banking  at  Fleming's 
Corner,  so-called,  at  Newton  Junction. 

11.  On  petition  of  10  or  more  voters  of  Newton:  To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road  through  Marcoux 
Grove. 

12.  On  petition  of  Elmer  C.  Bearce  and  10  others,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the  light  on  the  Merrimac  Road 
between  the  residence  of  Elmer  C.  Bearce  and  Simeon  O.  Clark. 

13.  We,  the  residents  in  Wilder's  Grove,  Town  of  Newton, 
N.  H.,  respectfully  petition  the  Town  to  install  and  maintain 
five  street  lights  within  the  boundaries  of  said  Grove. 

14.  It  is  requested  that  the  road  known  as  Heath  Street 
from  "Davis  Currier's  home  to  the  home  of  G.  F.  Grebenstein 
and  below  same  to  the  old  well"  be  paved  this  year  with  tar. 
The  length  of  road  to  be  paved  is  about  one  quarter  of  a  mile. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light  at 
so-called  Peaslee  Cor.  Junction  of  Newton  Jet.  road  and  108 
Jfcoute  and  raise  money  for  maintaining  same. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  com- 
mittee on  Willow  Grove  Cemetery  to  continue  with  construc- 
tion of  the  fence  and  to  purchase  markers  for  lots.  And  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Twenty-five  Dollars 
($225.00)  for  the  same.  Also,  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  ninety- 
three  dollars,  seventy-five  cents  ($93.75)  to  reimburse  the 
committee  for  money  expended  in  laying  out  and  grading  the 
drive  in  the  original  section. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  the  game  of 
Beano  for  another  year. 
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18.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  Newton  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  held  by  the  Town. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $140.00 
to  reimburse  Mr.  Ralph  Bean  for  24  acres  of  land,  known 
as  Morrill  G.  Bartlett  heirs  Estate,  which  was  sold  twice 
by  mistake  in  Tax  Collector's  sales  of  1940  and  1941.

Lloyd  G.  Ingalls,  Kenneth  F.  Briggs,  Pearl  R.  Davis, 
Augusta  Kimball,  Everett  O.  Kelly,  Robert  M.  Rowe,  Ray- 
mond E.  Estabrook,  Ralph  Bowen,  Winfred  A.  Snow,  and 
Timothy  J.  Hanley  were  given  oath  of  office  by  Augustus 
E.  Locke,  Justice  of  the  Peace. 


RECORDS  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  14,  1950 

Article  1.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Herbert  Wilbur  it  was  voted 
that  all  officers  not  elected  by  ballot,  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 
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Article  2.  Mr.  Bryer,  for  the  Finance  Committee,  rec- 
ommended that  the  articles  in  the  budget  be  discussed  item 
by  item.  He  made  that  a  motion,  and  it  was  so  voted.  The 
report  of  the  Fin.  Comm.  was  read.  The  estimates  for  Town 
Hall,  and  General  Expense  were  discussed  by  Mr.  Foley,  Mr. 
Wilbur.  The  Moderator  asked  if  there  was  any  discussion  in 
regard  to  any  other  items  in  the  budget  and  as  there  was 
none — it  was  voted,  on  motion  of  Ralph  Bean  that  the  budget 
be  accepted,  with  the  exception  of  Town  Hall,  and  General 
Expense  items. 

The  Town  Hall  item  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Bryer,  Mr.  Jas. 
Marden.  It  was  voted,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bryer,  to  reduce  this 
item  from  $800  to  $400,  as  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee.   Vote  was  50  to  42. 

The  General  Expense  item  was  discussed  by  Mr.  Foley, 
Mr.  Jas.  Marden,  and  Mr.  Bryer.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Bryer> 
it  was  voted  that  the  General  Expense  item  of  $1,100  be 
accepted.   The  budget  was  accepted  as  amended. 

Article  3.  After  discussion  of  various  items  in  the  Gen- 
eral Expense  report,  by  Mr.  Bryer,  Mr.  Jas.  Marden,  Mr. 
Augustus  Locke  and  Mr.  Wilbur,  it  was  voted  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Wilbur  that  the  report  submitted  by  the  Town  Officers  in 
the  Town  Report  be  accepted. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilbur,  it  was  voted  that 
any  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  6.  Mr.  Foley  asked  the  Road  Agent  if  the  money 
to  be  appropriated  would  be  used  on  the  Thornell  Road,  and 
Raymond  Estabrook  replied  that  it  has  to  be  completed  be- 
fore they  start  on  another  road. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bryer  it  was  voted  that  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $227.76  to  receive  $911.04  for 
Class  V  Construction. 
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Article  1.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Cust  it  was  voted  to  adopt 
this  article,  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,500  for  Tarvia. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilbur  it  was  voted  to 
accept  this  article,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  prop- 
erty acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  or  through  Old  Age 
Assistance. 

Article  9.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  a 
discount  of  2%  on  real  estate  taxes  be  allowed  if  paid  within 
15  days. 

Mr.  Foley  moved  that  we  pass  over  this  article,  but  it 
was  not  voted.  There  was  discussion  by  R.  Bean. 

Mr.  Bryer  made  a  motion,  as  approved  by  the  Fin.  Comm. 
that  the  discount  be  reduced  from  4%  to  2%,  and  that  it  be 
in  effect  for  a  period  of  15  days  from  receipt  of  tax  bill.  He 
also  made  an  amendment  after  discussion  in  regard  to  4% 
allowed  on  part  payments,  that  the  motion  does  not  include 
any  part  payments.  The  motion  was  lost.  There  was  further 
discussion  by  Mr.  Bryer,  R.  Marden,  J.  Marden,  R.  Bean,  K. 
Briggs,  E.  Morse,  E.  Somes,  Mrs.  Kimball,  and  C.  Stevens. 

Ralph  Bowen  made  a  motion  that  the  present  custom  of 
allowing  a  4%  discount  on  taxes  paid  within  15  days  be  dis- 
continued insofar  as  partial  payments  are  concerned.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

Article  10.  After  discussion  by  Mr.  Foley,  Ray  Esta- 
brook,  J.  Marden  and  Mr.  Bryer,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr, 
Cust  that  this  article  be  accepted,  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300  to  bulldoze  the  back  roads  in  Newton.  It  was  a  vote. 

Article  11.  Discussion  in  regard  to  the  Mercury  Lights 
by  Mr.  Foley,  the  cost  explained  by  Mr.  J.  Marden,  Mr.  Wil- 
bur, C.  Green  and  several  others.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Bryer 
it  was  voted  that  the  entire  matter  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  12.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Eno,  it  was  voted  to  ac- 
cept this  article  as  read,  to  authorize  the  committee  on  Willow 
Grove  Cemetery  to  complete  improvements  necessary  to  make 
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ready  for  sale  lots  therein;  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $350  for  the  same. 

Article  13.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Cust  it  was  voted  that 
this  article  be  accepted  as  read — that  the  tar  road  on  what 
is  known  as  the  Pond  Road  be  extended  to  the  Kingston  line, 
and  that  re-surfacing  be  done  on  that  part  already  completed 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $650.00. 

Mr.  Bryer  moved  the  substitution  of  "Wilder's  Grove"  for 
the  word  "Pond"  in  this  article,  the  amendment  was  ap- 
proved and  the  entire  motion  was  carried. 

Article  14.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilbur  it  was  voted  to 
pass  over  this  article.  The  vote  has  been  taken  already  on 
the  ballot. 

Article  15.  The  following  motion  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Bryer:  Moved  that  the  resolution  creating  a  E'inance  Com- 
mittee adopted  in  1934  be  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  pre- 
amble the  provision  that  any  vacancy  to  the  committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator,  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
Section  4  the  following  new  sentence:  If  any  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies  are  not  filled  within  sixty  days  after  any  vacancy 
occurs,  then  the  Moderator  is  empowered  to  fill  such  vacancy 
by  appointment  so  that  Section  4  will  read  as  follows:  The 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  be  vested  with  power  to 
receive  registrations  of  members  of  the  committee,  and  the 
committee  be  given  power  to  make  appointments  to  fill  va- 
cancies caused  by  resignation  or  death.  If  any  such  vacancy 
or  vacancies  are  not  filled  within  sixty  days  after  any  vacancy 
occurs,  then  the  Moderator  is  empowered  to  fill  such  vacancy 
by  appointment.  It  was  so  voted. 

A  resolution  was  presented  that  this  town  prohibit  pro- 
fessional operators  of  Beano  from  operation  for  others  in  this 
Town.  Although  this  is  against  the  law,  such  things  have 
been  done,  unless  the  Town  enforces  the  law.  Therefore,  the 
resolution  was  seconded,  and  it  was  a  vote. 

Lloyd  Ingalls  asked  if  the  Selectmen  might  get  an  esti- 
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mate  to  paint  the  Town  Hall.  Mr.  Bryer  says  this  is  within 
the  Selectmen's  powers  to  get  estimates  and  ask  for  it  in  the 
budget  next  year. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  at  9:50  P.  M.

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  following  act  of  the  State 
Legislature  passed  in  1949  and  approved  July  28th,  1949;  and 
in  effect  as  of  that  date.

CHAPTER  297 
An  Act  Relating  to  the  Covering  of  Wells 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  convened: 

1.  Abatement  of  Nuisances.  Amend  Chapter  165  of  the 
revised  laws  by  adding  after  Section  32  as  inserted  by  Chapter 
133  of  the  Laws  of  1949  and  amended  by  Chapter  261  of  the 
Laws  of  1949  the  following  new  sub-division: 
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Wells 

33.  Definition.  The  term  "well"  as  used  in  this  sub-divi- 
sion shall  mean  any  artificially  .made  hole  in  the  surface  of 
the  earth  (a)  which  is  more  than  four  feet  deep  and  (b) 
which  is  more  than  eight  inches  in  diameter  and  less  than 
sixteen  square  feet  in  area  at  the  top  and  (c)  the  sides  of 
which  are  steeper  than  a  sixty  degree  slope. 

34.  Fencing  or  covering.  No  person  who  owns  or  occupies 
land  shall  knowingly  allow  any  well  which  is  within  five 
hundred  feet  of  a  dwelling  or  within  two  hundred  feet  of  any 
highway,  to  remain  open  on  such  land,  unless  there  is  around 
such  a  well  substantial  fence  or  protection  at  least  three  feet 
high  so  constructed  that  no  child  can  crawl  through  or  under 
it.  Any  such  well  shall  be  deemed  to  be  open  unless  it  is 
protected  by  a  covering  strong  enough  to  hold  one  thousand 
pounds  and  secured  so  it  cannot  be  easily  removed  by  children. 

35.  Nuisance.  Any  open  well  which  is  not  fenced  or  pro- 
tected as  provided  in  Section  27  is  hereby  declared  a  nuisance 
and  the  same  may  be  ordered  abated  by  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  on  complaint  of  any  prosecuting  officer. 

36.  Penalty.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  sub- 
division shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

2.  Takes  effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
(Approved  July  28,  1949).

Most  forest  fires  are  preventable  because  someone  is  re- 
sponsible for  them.  State  records  for  1950  show  94%  of  632 
fires  resulted  from  human  perverseness  and  carelessness.

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough  equip- 
ment and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  control  at  all 
times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands  and 
refrain  from  throwing  lighted  material  from  auto- 
mobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods  is 
in  good  condition.

Report  of  the  Library  Trustees 


During  the  past  year  the  trustees  of  your  library,  in  con- 
junction with  your  librarian,  have  undertaken  as  a  project  "a 
better  supply  of  good  books  and  reference  material  for  the 
young  and  teen-agers,"  as  well  as  books  for  the  adults.  When 
we  realized  that  our  scholars  have  to  resort  to  libraries  of  sur- 
rounding towns  and  cities  for  required  school  work,  we  felt 
that  action  should  be  started  at  once,  even  though  it  will  have 
to  be  more  or  less  on  a  continuous  basis. 

Knowing  that  there  is  State  Aid  available  to  a  few  libra- 
ries each  year  which  present  worthwhile  approved  projects, 
we  acquainted  ourselves  with  the  necessary  requirements  and 
set  out  to  meet  them  by  (1)  organizing  and  electing  officers, 
(2)  meeting  at  least  quarterly,  (3)  having  a  worthwhile  pro- 
ject and  (4)  an  earnest  effort  to  accomplish  our  aim  with  the 
funds  we  had  available. 

We  spent  many  hours  weeding  out  books  out-dated  and 
beyond  repair.  For  the  backbone  of  our  project  we  purchased 
a  new  set  of  the  latest  World  Encyclopedia,  which  is  suitable 
for  all  ages,  also  Webster's  latest  unabridged  Dictionary,  for 
reference  material  for  all  age  groups.  Then  we  purchased 
books  for  the  teen-agers  and  small-fry. 

After  spending  several  evenings  washing  paint,  done  by 
ourselves  to  eliminate  expense,  and  the  re-arranging  of  books 
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and  furniture,  we  applied  to  the  State  Library  Association  for  a 
meeting  with  one  of  their  representatives.  Miss  Catherine 
Pratt,  Assistant  State  Librarian,  met  with  us  and  carried  back 
to  the  Trustees  a  report  of  our  problems  and  efforts.  We  are 
happy  to  report  that  we  had  met  all  the  requirements,  and  in 
their  opinion  were  worthy  of  assistance  and  that  we  would  be 
recipients  of  a  gift  of  at  least  Two  Hundred  Dollars  worth  of 
books  to  assist  us  in  our  project.  This  will  enable  us  to  con- 
tinue to  serve  our  adult  readers  as  in  the  past  and  to  give  more 
and  better  service  to  our  youth;  thus  providing  more  up-to- 
date,  more  technical,  and  more  varied  material  for  all. 

A  branch  has  been  opened  up  in  the  home  of  Ella  M. 
Yates  for  the  convenience  of  the  Junction  readers  and  it  has 
functioned  nicely  for  the  past  eight  months. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  gifts  of  books  during  the  past 
year  from  Marian  Hatch,  Amos  Owen,  the  Wilder  family,. 
Harold  Cowan,  Granite  State  Grange,  Society  of  Latter-Day 
Saints,  and  many  others.  Special  recognition  goes  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Horace  Williams  for  their  large  contribution. 

We  hope  that  you  will  avail  yourselves  of  the  services  of 
your  library  where  we  have  books  suitable  for  Dad  down  to 
Junior  and  for  Mother  down  to  the  tiny  tot  who  has  to  be 
read  to.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  First  Annual  Report 
as  Superintendent  of  your  Schools. 

In  replacing  Mr.  L.  Munro  Grandy,  who  accepted  the  posi- 
tion  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Dover,  New  Hampshire 
as  of  August  1950,  after  serving  in  that  capacity  in  this  area 
for  a  period  of  three  years,  it  is  heartening  to  note  the  tre- 
mendous educational  strides  which  were  made  in  Newton  and 
in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  during  the  past  few  years.  Super- 
intendent Grandy,  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Newton 
deserve  much  credit  for  having  made  such  advances  in  the 
educational  facilities  of  the  community. 

This  report,  which  will  be  followed  by  reports  of  the 
School  Principals,  the  Supervisors  of  Art  and  Music  and  of 
the  School  Nurse,  will  be  presented  under  the  following 
headings:

L    ENROLLMENT  AND  SCHOOL  CENSUS 

The  September  1950  enrollment  in  Newton  Schools  was 
144  as  compared  with  138  in  1949.  The  total  number  of  New- 
ton children  who  have  entered  a  High  School  during  the 
current  school  year  is  35;  of  this  number  1  enrolled  at  Ames- 
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bury  High  School,  10  enrolled  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  24  en- 
rolled at  Sanborn  Seminary. 

Following  this  report,  is  a  report  and  recommendations  of 
the  Newton  Educational  Survey  Committee.  That  report 
shows  more  detailed  enrollment  and  census  statistics. 

II.  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  School  Board  has  improved  the  physical  condition  of 
the  buildings  as  the  past  budgets  have  permitted;  modern 
fluorescent  lighting  has  been  installed  and  new  seats  and 
desks  have  partially  replaced  the  old  furniture.  A  new  oil- 
burning  furnace  was  installed  in  the  Village  School  in  March 
1950;  new  shades,  and  storm  windows  have  been  added,  and 
the  oil  removed  from  the  floors,  which  have  since  been  sealed 
and  waxed. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  district  provide  a  sound-moving 
picture  projector  for  the  use  of  its  schools.  The  machine  that 
is  owned  by  the  Supervisory  Union  does  not  adequately  serve 
so  many  different  schools;  if  a  machine  were  available  to 
Newton  at  all  times,  a  regular  program  of  films  could  be  ar- 
ranged and  the  problem  of  transporting  and  scheduling  the 
Supervisory  Union  machine  would  not  exist. 

III.  SCHOOL  PERSONNEL 

All  of  the  Newton  teachers  have  remained  in  their  respec- 
tive positions,  with  the  exception  of  the  Music  Supervisor.  To 
replace  Mrs.  Rita  Dubrule  in  this  position  in  the  towns  of 
Hampstead,  Atkinson,  and  Newton,  the  School  Boards  of  those 
towns  secured  the  services  of  Mrs.  Prudence  Douglas  who 
came  to  this  area  after  having  served  in  a  similar  capacity  in 
the  schools  of  the  Epping,  New  Hampshire  area. 

IV.  CURRICULUM  AND  TEACHING  AIDS 

The  basis  of  all  of  our  teaching  is  Citizenship  Training. 
Character  education  and  the  fundamentals  are  necessary  parts 
of  this  training.  Our  curriculum  has  been  set  up  and  fol- 
lowed as  suggested  by  our  State  Department  of  Education  with 
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allowances  made  so  that  teachers  may  vary  their  work  accord- 
ing to  their  respective  groups  of  children. 

Methods  of  instruction  are  so  designed  by  the  various 
teachers  as  to  allow  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  for  indi- 
vidual differences;  the  pupil-teacher  relationship  through  the 
schools  is  excellent.  An  attempt  is  made  in  the  upper  ele- 
mentary grades  to  assist  pupils  in  deciding  what  educational 
program  to  follow  after  they  complete  the  eighth  grade  work. 
Pupil  self-evalution  and  knowledge  of  occupations  is  an  im- 
portant phase  in  upper  elementary  grades. 

New  and  modern  textbooks  and  other  teaching  aids  have 
been  purchased  as  the  budget  has  permitted,  to  replace  those 
that  have  been  worn  and  outdated.  It  would  be  impossible 
to  replace  all  worn  and  dilapidated  books,  and  keep  up  with 
modern  texts  without  a  continuity  of  a  liberal  budget  for  these 
materials  each  year. 

The  fullest  development  of  a  child's  potentialities  depends 
upon  close  cooperation  between  parents  and  teachers.  They 
should  have  the  same  goals  and  understand  each  other's  meth- 
ods and  plans  for  attaining  them.  Parents  should  recognize 
and  encourage  those  experiences  in  the  lives  of  children  which 
occur  outside  the  school  room  which  tend  to  foster  desirable 
physical,  social,  emotional,  spiritual  and  mental  growth.  Such 
experiences,  under  the  guidance  of  parents,  supplement  and 
extend  the  school  experience. 

V.    FINANCES 

"The  amount  of  money  spent  for  education  will  be  de- 
termined not  only  by  the  number  of  children  served  and  the 
standard  of  service  rendered,  but  also  by  the  value  of  the 
dollar.  As  the  present  value  of  the  dollar  is  comparatively 
low,  current  expenditures  for  education  must  be  higher  to  buy 
a  given  program  of  education  than  the  same  program  would 
have  cost  in  1939,  for  example. 

The  index  of  dollar  value  prepared  by  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  shows  that  it  takes  about  $1.65  in 
1950  to  purchase  what  $1.00  would  have  bought  in  1939.  A 
sound  policy  of  financing  education  cannot  ignore  the  ftuetu- 
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ating  buying-power  of  money  when  the  changes  in  dollar  value 
are  pronounced  and  long-continued.  These  changing  values 
affect  both  capital  outlay  and  the  month  by  month  operating 
costs  of  the  schools."*

Education  is  an  investment,  not  an  expense.  In  school 
administration,  finances  appear  to  be  one  of  the  most  important 
items.  At  the  present  moment  Financial  Aid  to  Schools  is 
one  of  the  more  important  items  being  considered  by  both  our 
State  and  Federal  governments.  Leading  authorities  agree 
that  education  is  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  for  our  Na- 
tional Defense,  and  therefore  for  the  preservation  of  our 
Democracy. 

The  increased  School  Budget  for  1951-52  as  will  be  pre- 
sented at  the  Annual  School  District  meeting  in  March,  is  a 
result  of  a  great  amount  of  study  and  thought.  Every  pre- 
caution has  been  taken  to  spend  the  money  of  the  town  wisely. 

VI.    IN-SERVICE  TRAINING  OF  TEACHERS 

Teachers,  as  do  members  of  other  professions,  need  con- 
tinuous in-service  training,  in  order  that  they  may  keep  pace 
with  the  changing  and  improved  methods  of  teaching.  Those 
people  who  were  responsible  for  the  programs  that  have  been 
provided  in  this  area  during  recent  years,  deserve  commenda- 
tion. 

During  the  past  summer  a  three-weeks  Workshop  for 
teachers  was  carried  on  at  the  Hampstead  Central  School. 
This  program  stressed  "The  Language  Arts"  and  practically 
all  elementary  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  course  as  offered  by  various  education  experts 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  Ex-superintendent 
Grandy,  Principal  of  the  Hampstead  High  and  Elementary 
Schools. 

During  the  current  year,  ail  teachers  are  availing  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  of  reading  "The  Educator"  (Journal 
of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Teachers'  Association)  and  the 
National  Education  Association  Journal,  as  well  as  many  other 
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professional  publications  which  the  schools  provide  and/or  to 
which  they  personally  subscribe. 

All  teachers  attended  the  two-day  Convention  of  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Teachers  Association  in  October,  1950,  and  a 
representative  of  the  schools  has  attended  other  professional 
conferences,  such  as  one  that  was  sponsored  recently  by  our 
State  Department  of  Education  at  the  Phillips  Exeter  Acad- 
emy, on  Guidance. 

Just  previous  to  the  opening  of  schools  last  September, 
a  two-day  Workshop  was  held  at  Salem  for  all  teachers  in 
this  Supervisory  Union  on  the  subjects  fo  Reading,  Handwrit- 
ing and  Guidance.  Several  teachers'  meetings  and/or  con- 
ferences have  been  held  since  September  with  various  groups 
and  individuals  on  follow-up  work  pertaining  to  the  subjects 
of  the  summer  and  September  Workshops,  as  well  as  on  prob- 
lems that  arise  in  local  situations. 

Plans  are  under  way  to  offer  a  course  on  the  Teaching 
of  Science  in  the  Elementary  School.  Present  plans  provide 
that  the  course  begiven  in  Salem  by  Dr.  Clark  Hubler  of 
Wheelock  College  in  Boston,  and  that  teachers  working  for 
degrees  might  secure  two  or  three  credits  on  a  graduate  as 
w^ell  as  on  an  undergraduate  level.  It  is  anticipated  that  as 
many  as  1/3  of  the  teachers  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  55  might 
avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity;  one  of  the  Newton 
teachers  has  enrolled. 

VII.  COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  Newton  Parent  Teacher  Association  continues  to  ex- 
emplify excellent  cooperation  with  the  schools  and  with  their 
objectives.  The  government-aided  School  Lunch  Program  is 
continuing  to  operate  very  effectively  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Parent  Teacher  Association,  and  with  Mrs.  Marion 
Hatch,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Phyllis  Lewis,  who  plans,  prepares  and 
delivers  the  food  to  the  schools;  approximately  110  children 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  hot  meals  each  day. 

VIII.  RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  the  following  recommendations  are  offered 
for  consideration: 
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1.  That  physical  examinations  by  a  Medical  Doctor  be 
given  to  each  child  at  least  three  times  during  his 
twelve  years  of  public  education.  (Many  districts 
now  give  a  physical  examination  to  each  child  each 
year.) 

2.  That  the  School  District  adopt  a  salary  schedule  for 
teachers. 

3.  That  consideration  be  given  to  offering  a  complete 
noon  lunch  to  each  child  in  school. 

4.  That  physical  education  be  provided  to  the  children 
in  all  grades. 

5.  That  kindergarten  be  provided  for  all  5  year  old 
children. 

6.  That  a  part-time  special  or  remedial  teacher  and/or  a 
reading  consultant  be  provided. 

7.  That  flush  toilets  be  installed  in  the  Village  School. 

8.  That  the  Educational  Survey  Committee  continue 
and  increase  its  activities  with  the  hope  that  Newton 
may  construct  a  new  school  building  with  modern 
facilities  for  its  elementary  children. 

In  closing,  I  quote  from  a  recent  publication  of  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association.* 

"Universal  appreciation  of  education  as  an  enrichment  of 
the  life  of  the  individual,  as  a  basic  experience  for  all  who 
hope  to  find  the  good  life  in  a  democratic  society,  is  a  goal 
toward  which  the  American  people  are  traveling  and  from 
which  they  will  not  be  deterred.  Those  who  make  plans  for 
tomorrow's  schools  may  take  this  into  account  as  a  factor 
which  not  only  has  an  important  effect  upon  the  size  of  our 
school  population,  but  one  which  greatly  increases  interest  in 
and  support  for  education." 
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I  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  to  the 
school  personnel  for  their  whole-hearted  cooperation,  and  to 
the  pupils  and  all  others  who  have  helped  to  make  our  work 
effective  and  enjoyable.

To  Mr.  Jonathan  A.  Osgood,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Principal  of  the  Newton 
Village  School. 

The  objectives  of  education  as  carried  out  in  our  own 
course  of  study  at  the  Village  School  to  promote  pupil  growth 
are  as  follows: 

(a)  To  improve  skills  and  abilities. 

(b)  To  satisfy  and  broaden  children's  interests. 

(c)  To  encourage  the  development  of  desirable  charac- 
teristics of  good  citizenship. 

(d)  To   promote    a   sj'mpathetic   understanding   of   all 
peoples,  and 

(e)  To  develop  attitudes  conducive  to  safe  living. 

Many  distinctive  changes  were  made  in  completely 
modernizing  our  classrooms  during  the  summer  months. 
Three  rows  of  fluorescent  light  fixtures  were  installed  to  give 
an  even  distribution  of  light  around  each  room  and  on  the 
pupils  desks.  The  rooms  were  painted  in  shades  of  green  and 
rose.  New  window  shades,  bulletin  boards,  screens  and  storm 
windows  were  also  installed.  Forty  new  movable  type  pupil 
desks  and  chairs  completed  the  renovating  of  the  upstairs 
room.  These  changes  along  with  our  new  automatic  heating 
system  have  resulted  in  such  pleasant  surroundings  that  some- 
times we  can  hardly  believe  we  are  in  the  same  building. 

In  our  classrooms  the  children  are  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  part  in  club  work.  Participation  in  such  activities  be- 
comes a  valuable  experience  which  serves  as  a  foundation  for 
further  progress  in  this  line  of  work  later  on.  Children  are 
allowed  to  plan  their  own  meetings  and  programs  under  the 
guidance  of  the  respective  teachers.  The  purpose  of  this  plan- 
ning is  to  develop  initiative  on  the  part  of  boys  and  girls. 
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On  Saturday,  May  13,  1950,  the  eighth  grade  children 
had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  Boston  Pops  in  Symphony 
Hall.  In  the  afternoon,  stops  were  made  at  the  Children's 
Museum  in  Jamaica  Plain,  the  Public  Gardens,  historical  tour 
of  Boston  by  bus  and  finally  Symphony  Hall  in  the  evening, 
This  visit  to  the  Pops  usually  supplements  our  study  of  the 
Symphony  Orchestra. 

It  is  customary  for  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution to  award  a  Good  Citizenship  Medal  to  a  member  of  the 
graduating  class.  This  award  is  made  to  one  who  has  best 
exemplified  the  principles  of  good  citizenship  in  the  opinion 
of  teachers  and  classmates.  Wallace  Furber  was  the  recipi- 
ent of  the  1950  award. 

Annually  the  Parent-Teacher  Organization  has  given  a 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  the  eighth  grade  graduates  for  a  class 
trip.  This  gift  made  it  possible  for  the  1950  entire  class  to  see 
a  big  League  game  at  the  Braves'  Field  in  the  afternoon,  dine 
together  at  Howard  Johnson's  and  later  enjoy  a  few  hours  at 
the  beach.  They  returned  home  tired  but  happy  and  grateful 
to  the  P.  T.  A.  for  having  made  such  a  trip  possible. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association 
a  Type  B  Hot  Lunch  Program  is  carried  on  in  our  school. 
That  a  pupil  is  able  to  secure  for  ten  cents  a  bottle  of  milk 
and  a  very  generous  helping  of  a  balanced  hot  dish  of  food 
amazes  visitors.  On  the  average,  about  sixty  lunches  are 
served  daily. 

Although  many  constructive  changes  have  been  made 
throughout  our  building,  I  feel  there  is  need  for  more  to  be 
done.  Toilet  facilities  are  inadequate  and  automatic  controls 
should  be  installed  on  the  hall  doors  at  the  back  of  the 
building.  In  my  opinion  this  would  result  in  a  great  saving 
of  oil  and  make  the  halls  more  comfortable. 

For  your  co-operation  and  that  of  teachers  and  super- 
visors, I  am  most  grateful.

There  are  usually  four  different  changes  of  books  during  the 
school  year. 

A  new  outdoor  flag  and  pole  has  been  purchased  for  the 
building. 

At  Halloween  and  Christmas,  parties  were  given  to  the 
children.  At  the  Christmas  party,  ice  cream  and  candy  canes 
were  generously  furnished  by  the  Newton  Parent-Teacher 
Association. 

Excellent  photographs  of  the  children  were  taken  by  Mr. 
Philip  McKeen. 

We  have  a  good  supply  of  large  and  small  rubber  balls 
for  playground  activities. 

The  use  of  the  record  player  and  film  strip  projector  adds 
a  great  deal  to  the  work,  as  well  as  an  extreme  amount  of 
pleasure. 
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Mrs.  Jessie  Soule,  R.N.,  our  school  nurse,  has  shown 
films  at  different  times  during  the  year  to  the  children. 

New  bulletin  boards  were  installed  in  both  rooms.  The 
bulletin  boards  and  extra  little  chairs  are  being  decorated  in 
pastel  shades. 

New  wail  flags  were  put  in  each  room  also. 

The  children  are  still  showing  interest  in  saving  by  pur- 
chasing on  the  average  nine  dollars  weekly  of  Government 
Saving  Stamps. 

Miss  Kelly  and  Mrs.  Knowles  took  advantage  of  the 
Summer  Work  Shop  conducted  at  Hampstead,  N.  H. 

The  B-Lunch  Program  is  still  being  carried  on  in  the 
schools  with  Mrs.  Marian  Hatch,  cook,  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  Lewis,, 
helper. 

The  shades  were  repaired  and  two  new  replacements; 
made  in  Mrs.  Knowles'  room. 

The  steps  on  the  outside  of  the  building  were  replaced. 

The  children  and  teachers  would  like  some  purple  lilacs 
and  a  birch  tree  on  the  grounds  as  well  as  some  shrubbery  in 
the  front. 

It  would  be  very  helpful  in  serving  hot  lunch  if  a  heavy 
drop  shelf  could  be  installed  in  the  hall. 

The  flush  toilets  and  new  lights  in  our  building  still  add 
much  to  the  health  and  atmosphere  of  the  building.

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  music  super- 
visor in  Newton. 

The  fundamental  aims  in  music  education  are  to  cause 
children  to  learn  to  sing,  to  play  and  to  listen,  so  that  they 
will  come  to  love  and  understand  music  so  sincerely  that  their 
school  day  enthusiasm  for  it  will  continue  long  after  they 
graduate,  and  so  that  all  their  lives  they  will  derive  satis- 
faction from  their  contacts  with  this  art.  Our  school  pro- 
gram adequately  provides  for  these  aims  by  including:  music, 
rhythms,  music  appreciation  and  singing  for  fun. 

A  half  hour  a  week  is  spent  with  each  group  by  the  music 
supervisor.  The  lesson  is  then  carried  on  daily  by  the  class- 
room teacher.  In  the  first  grade,  it  is  merely  the  learning  of 
rote  songs,  rhythms  and  listening.  Grade  II  begins  music 
reading  and  each  grade  higher  carries  on  a  similar  program 
of  a  more  advanced  nature,  until  Grade  VIII  is  reached  where 
the  work  is  at  a  junior  high  level. 

This  year,  the  children  have  enjoyed  learning  to  do  many 
folk  dances.  Not  only  does  this  kind  of  music  open  whole 
vistas  of  new  interest;  it  is  also  a  great  benefit  to  the  co-ordi- 
nation of  the  child  especially  at  the  adolescent  stage. 

Since  the  Union  is  now  divided,  as  far  as  music  is  con- 
cerned, I  suggest  that  the  towns  under  my  supervision  estab- 
lish a  music  fund  from  which  to  build  a  record  library  to  be 
used  in  the  towns  of  Plaistow,  Atkinson,  Newton  and  Hamp- 
stead.  At  the  present  time,  the  only  record  library  available 
is  the  one  in  Salem,  which  is  of  little  use  to  a  supervisor  in 
the  above-mentioned  towns. 

Although  no  public  performances  have  been  given,  it  is 
hoped  that  before  our  spring  term  closes,  the  children  will 
be  able  to  demonstrate  to  their  parents  and  friends  what 
benefits  they  have  derived  from  their  school  music  this  year. 

In  closing,  may  I  express  my  thanks  to  all  those  who 
have  made  my  first  year  hi  Union  55  such  a  pleasant  one.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  art  activities 
and  instruction  in  Newton. 

The  art  program  of  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady 
progress.  As  well  as  the  continuation  of  the  fundamentals  in 
lettering,  color,  and  design,  the  individual  needs  of  each 
teacher's  program  of  study  has  been  considered.  Whenever 
possible  murals,  units,  and  individual  pictures  were  inter- 
woven with  their  subjects.  Along  with  seasonal  decorations, 
the  development  of  creative  work  in  crayon,  water  color, 
poster  paint,  ringer  paint,  and  weaving  were  done. 

Some  of  the  students'  art  materal  was  selected  and  sent 
to  the  Director  of  Fine  Arts  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  to 
be  used  at  meetings,  and  as  a  part  of  a  traveling  unit  for  the 
state. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Music  Supervisor  during  the  trip 
to  "Pops",  the  children  were  able  to  visit  the  Children's 
Museum  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Massachusetts.  At  the  museum  is 
a  collection  of  art  material  from  all  over  the  world  at  a  child's 
level. 

Many  of  the  murals  and  pictures  which  were  painted  at 
the  Village  School  and  Rowe's  Corner  School  were  shown  at 
the  Grange  Fair  held  at  the  town  hall  in  Newton. 

Weaving  on  a  cardboard  loom  was  the  only  new  medium 
introduced  this  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  interest 
and  co-operation.

December  31,  1950:

One  pupil  given  examination  by  oculists  and  glasses 

financed  by  Sight  Conservation  Program. 
One  pupil  attended  Balch  Clinic  and  admitted  to  Elliott 

Hospital  for  operation,  financed  by  the  Handicapped 

fund. 

It  would  be  most  helpful  for  each  child  attending  school 
for  the  first  time  to  bring  a  health  certificate  signed  by  a 
licensed  physician  and  certificate  should  describe  the  con- 
dition of  the  pupil  when  the  examination  was  made. 

First  Aid  equipment  is  available  at  both  schools  for  emer- 
gencies at  all  times.  First  aid  is  limited  to  first  treatment 
only,  following  which  the  pupil  should  be  placed  under  the 
care  of  his  parents,  who  are  responsible  for  subsequent 
treatment. 

In  May  the  Tuberculosis  Patch  Test  was  given  to  ten 
pupils.  No  active  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found.  Moving 
pictures  were  shown  as  an  educational  health  program  on 
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dental  health,  posture,  obedience  and  guidance,  safety  and 
tuberculosis  and  seemingly  were  much  enjoyed  by  all  students, 

One  of  the  primary  purposes  of  the  school  nursing 
services  is  to  give  individualized  health  instructions  which  will 
help  the  pupil  to  understand  their  own  health  problems  and 
to  take  an  increasing  responsibility  for  securing  professional 
care  and  guidance. 

What  the  best  and  wisest  parent  wants  for  his  own  child, 
that  must  the  community  want  for  all  its  children. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  co-operative 
individuals  for  their  interest  and  help.

In  figuring  a  maximum  of  30  pupils  per  room,  as  recom- 
mended by  many  leading  educational  authorities,  we  note  that 
the  maximum  capacity  of  the  present  public  school  buildings 
in  Newton  is  120  pupils. 
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ADDITIONAL  CLASSROOMS  NEEDED 

The  present  enrollment  of  65  children  in  the  Rowe's  Cor- 
ner School  and  of  79  in  the  Village  School  (total  144),  already 
exceeds  the  recommended  capacity  by  24  children;  this  num- 
ber is  great  enough  to  warrant  an  additional  teacher  and  an 
extra  classroom  at  the  present  time. 

In  order  to  keep  the  distribution  of  children  to  a  reason- 
able number  per  classroom,  it  may  be  necessary  to  have  three 
grades  per  room  in  two  rooms  during  the  1951-52  school  year. 
From  the  present  number  of  children  per  grade,  the  September 
1951  enrollment  might  necessarily  be  distributed  as  follows:

As  may  be  noted,  the  anticipated  enrollments  per  room 
next  year  are  nearly  40.  A  directive  sent  from  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  to  all  School  Board  members  and  Sup- 
erintendents of  Schools,  some  time  ago,  states  as  follows: 

"Classes  exceeding  30  pupils  provide  most  limited  edu- 
cational experience  and  growth. 

a.  Any  class  exceeding  40  pupils  shall  be  divided  or, 

b.  Classroom  space  permitting,  a  teacher  assistant  shall 
be  provided,  or 

c.  Application  shall  be  made  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  for  permission  to  operate  half  day  pro- 
grams." 
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As  may  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  tabulations,  11  chil- 
dren will  be  graduated  from  the  8th  grade  this  year.  This 
number  as  compared  to  a  probable  entering  1st  grade  of  18 
next  September,  would  not  indicate  a  great  change  in  total 
enrollment  next  fall,  but  the  1950  Census  (showing  the  child 
population  in  each  age  group  from  1  to  15  years)  indicates 
that  there  would  probably  be  around  25  children  entering  the 
1st  grade  in  September  1952. 

The  above  estimates  have  been  based  only  on  the  actual 
number  of  children  in  Newton  to  date;  they  do  not  allow  for 
the  number  that  may  move  into  Newton  from  other  areas. 
By  September  1952  then,  we  will  probably  be  in  need  of  2 
additional  classrooms. 

PRESENT  WATER  SUPPLY  UNSATISFACTORY 

Since  receiving  analyses  of  samples  of  water  taken  from 
the  well  at  the  Rowe's  Corner  School,  the  School  Board  has 
been  advised,  in  a  letter  from  the  State  Department  of  Health 
(Jan.  18,  1951)  that  the  Rowe's  Corner  Water  supply  has  ex- 
cessive nitrate  and  chlorides,  indicating  seepage  from  some 
source  of  contamination.  The  letter  states  that  "being  familiar 
with  the  location  of  these  sources,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  contamination  is  probably  due  to  sewage  contamination 
and,  therefore,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  develop 
new  sources  of  supply  in  more  suitable  locations." 

POOR  TOILET  FACILITIES  AT  VILLAGE  SCHOOL 

If  the  present  buildings  are  to  remain  in  use  for  school 
purposes,  the  district  should  consider  replacing  the  chemical 
toilets  in  the  Village  School  with  the  usual  type  of  flush  toilets. 
Aside  from  the  initial  cost,  this  project  will  involve  overcoming 
various  potential  sewage  difficulties. 

PLAYGROUND  AREAS 

It  is  apparent  that  the  present  playground  areas  are  too 
small  and,  in  the  case  of  the  Rowe's  Corner  School,  the  play- 
ground is  not  well  surfaced  or  well  drained. 
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CONCLUSIONS 
In  view  of  the  above  discussions  we  conclude  that: 

1.  There  will  probably  be  necessity  for  two  additional 
classrooms  in  Newton  within  two  or  three  years. 

2.  Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  develop  new 
sources  of  water  at  the  Rowe's  Corner  School. 

3.  Toilet  facilities  should  be  improved  at  the  Village 
School. 

4.  The  playground  areas  are  not  extensive  enough  and 
are  not  in  proper  condition  to  provide  desirable  outdoor 
play  areas. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  view  of  the  above  conclusions,  the  Newton  Educational 
Survey  Committee  recommends  that  the  District  take  neces- 
sary preliminary  steps  immediately  (as  suggested  by  articles 
in  the  Warrant  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  Annual  School  District 
Meeting)  to  plan  and  construct  a  new  modern  school  house 

including  kitchen  and  "lunch  activity"  room; 

or 
as  a  more  temporary  arrangement  make  plans  to 

(a)  develop  additional  classroom  space 

(b)  locate  satisfactory  water  supply  at  Rowe's  Corner 
School  by  a  new  driven  well 

(c)  improve  the  toilets  at  the  Village  School 

(d)  improve  the  playground  area  at  the  Rowe's  Corner 
School  by  filling,  leveling  and  surfacing. 

According  to  the  present  valuation  of  Newton  of  approxi- 
mately $850,000,  it  would  be  possible  for  the  Newton  School 
District  (with  special  permission  from  the  State)  to  borrow 
up  to  8%  of  its  valuation  or  a  total  of  $68,000  for  a  new  school 
building;  it  is  understood  that  the  town  might  borrow  up  to 
3/4  of  the  above  amount  which,  if  applied  to  a  town  building 
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and  added  to  or  located  close  to  a  new  school,  could  furnish 
a  satisfactory  complete  new  building. 

The  above  report  is  presented  by  the  Newton  Educational 
Survey  Committee  in  conformance  with  a  vote  taken  at  the 
Annual  School  District  meeting  in  March  1950.
